EDITORS REPUBLICAN: -Von know that

An aged and well-kuown German citi-

Interesting Extracts from a Letter from 


Mr. Louie L. Burrows. 


Those of our readers who have been to 


Europe and those who want to go bnt 
"oan't find the tune," will peruse the fol- 
lowing lines received the other day by 
Mr. Lowber Burrows from his son L. L. 
Burrows, who is "doing" Europe in com- 
pany with his friend, Mr. Charles Paul- 
son, of Chicago. The letter was mailed 
from Paris, France, in February. The 
following are the extracts: 


"We arrived here from London via 
Dorer and Calais on the 14th. Before 
leaving London we had a delightful visit 
at Hampton Court Palace and spent some 
time at the British Museum, Westminster 
Abbey, the houses of Parliament and 
South Kensington Museum. On Sunday 
went to hear the 'Rev. Mr. Spurgeon. 


"We have already seen a good deal of 
Paris in the past week, notwithstanding it 
has rained five days, bnt we cannot afford 
to let that interfere so we keep going, 
averaging at least 25 miles a day on foot, 
besides the riding we are compelled to do, 
and you may be sure there is not a step 
we take but we find something to interest 
us. As an evidence then of the amount 
of work we get in and the crowd of inter- 
est surrounding our every step, WP have 
explored the Catacombs o! Paris and seen 
the bones pt three million people piled 
up like cord wood, as high HH our heads, 
for miles. Have visited the Pantheon, 
Cathedral of Notre Dame and its treftt- 
sures, the Paris Morgue, Palace and gar- 
den of the Luxembourg, the Church of 
the Invalidea and Tomb of Napoleon, 
Palais Royal, the Louvre, the Tuileries, 
Champ Elysee; spent a day at Versailles 
and one at the Hotel Clincy, the latter a 
most interesting museum; and have at- 
tended entertainments at the Grand Opera

20x83 feet inside, and the last one, which 
will occupy the space where the Blenz 
meat market is now located, will be 18x83 
feet in size. There will also he a stoie 
room on the Water street front, on the 
north side of the new block. The size of 
this store room will bo 22x49 feet. An 
alley ten feet wide will extend along the 
north side of the building from Water to 
State streets, which will be a passage-way 
of great convenience to occupants of the 
block. The second and third floors with 
their lofty ceilings and splendid ventila- 
tion and light will be divided up into 
large and handsome oilices for profession- 
al gentlemen. There will be 16 rooms on 
the second ttooi and 10 rooms on the 
third floor, and on each floor there will 
be water closets and other modem con- 
veniences. The ascent to the second 
floor will bo made by a stairway five feet 
wide in the middle of the block from the 
south side; there will also be a stairway 
entrance on the Water street side, near 
the alley, and iu the hall entrance to this 
stairway will be found a steam elevator 
ascending to the third floor, which will 
be kept running during businesss hours 
for the accommodation of the occupants of 
these offices and their friends and patrons. 
This will be the first and only passenger 
elevator ever built iu Decatur and will 
be a novelty in its way. Four of the of- 
fices on each ot tho second and third 
loots will front on the park and four on 
Water street, and the windows on all the 
floors will be of French plate glass. Wide 
lalla divide the offices, and two flights of 
stairways lead to the third floor, so that 
the means ot escape in case of fire are 
ample. The basement will bo fitted up 
in fine style for business purposes, and a 
stone pavement of regulation width will 
extend on the south and west aides ot the 
block. 


The entire building will be heated by 


steam. 


The plans for this structure were drawn 


by Mr. Will O. McNabb, who designed 
and built the George D. Haworth man- 
sion. The block will be of the Roman- 
esque style of architecture with a piettv
